HOAD TRANSPORT AMENDMENT ORDINANCE 


No. 3 of 1024. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE ROAD TRANSPORT 
ORDINANCE 1021 REGARDING THE GRANTOR RENEWAL 
OF A LICENCE TO KEEP A MOTOR VEHICLE AND THE 
FEES PAYARLE THEREON, AND TO AMEND CERTAIN 
OTHER PROVISIONS OF THE SAID ORDINANCE. 


RE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:- 


1. (i) The fees payable under Parts I and II of the Se¬ 

cond Schedule to tli * Road Transport Ordinance 1021 on the grant 
or renewal of a licence to keep a motor vehicle shall cease to he 
payable as from the date of the commencement of this Ordinance, 
and on and alter that date there shall be charged and paid on 

such ‘•rant or renewal the fees specified in the schedule to 
this Ordinance.

(ii) The loaded weight of a motor vehicle shall be the 
total weight of the chassis, body, and load, and shall be determ¬ 
ined by the manufacturers’ specification, unless the Inspector Ge¬ 
neral O'I Police and Prisons shall require such weight to be 
determined by measurement. The load shall he taken at the max¬ 
imum for which the vehicle is designed, and the weight of a 
person shall he deemed to lie (50 kilos. 


The second proviso to Article 8 of the Road Transport 
Ordinance 1921 is hereby repealed and the following proviso sub¬ 
stituted therefor: '

“Provided further that where a person becomes liable to take 
out a licence under this Ordinance on or after the first day of 
October or the first day of January or the first day of April of 
any year, he shall, upon delivejging a declaration in w riting to the 
|>erson to whom application lot* a licence should be made to the 
effect that he was not liable to take out such a licence prior to 
the first day of October or the first day of January or Hie first 
day of April (as the case may be), be entitled to obtain the licence 
upon payment of three quarters, one half or one quarter of 

the fee (as tlie case may be) which would otherwise be payable 
in respect thereof.”

3. Article 12 of the Road Transport Ordinance 1921 is 
hereby amended by the substitution of (lie words •‘fifty per 
centum” for the words “seventy-live per centum'’ therein contained. 


4. (i) Article 16 of the Road 

is hereby repealed.

(ii) The Inspector General of Police and Prisons may, with 
the approval of the High Commissioner, make regulations provid¬ 
ing lor the total or partial exemption for a limited period from 
the provisions as to registration and the fees payable under this 
Ordinance in respect of any private motor vehicle which is 
registered abroad and i* brought into Palestine by persons making 
onlv a temporarv stav in Palestine.

(iii) The owner of a private motor vehicle registered abroad 
which is brought into Palestine for a temporary stay, who fails 
to comply with any such regulations shall he liable to the 
penalties prescribed in Articles 25 and 20 of the Road Transport 
Ordinance 1921.

The High Commissioner mav make regulations for the 
of 


purpose oi giving effect to any International Convention for 
facilitating the international circulation of motor cars, providing 
for the grant and authentication of any travelling passes, certifi¬ 
cates or authorities which may he of use to persons resident in 
Palestine when temporarily taking their motor cars abroad or to 
drivers when proceeding abroad for the purpose of driving cars. 


6. (i) The High Commissioner may enter into any arrange¬ 

ment with the Government of any neighbouring territory as to 
the registration and the fees payable in respect of public motor 
vehicles registered in that territory which are brought into 
Palestine for a limited period only, and may by such arrangement 
increase or decrease the fees prescribed in the schedule to this 
Ordinance or grant total or partial exemption from such fees. 


(ii) Every such arrangement shall be published in the 
Official Gazette. 


7. The Inspector General of Police and Prisons may, with 
the approval of the High Commissioner, make regulations provid¬ 
ing for the total or partial exemption of the drivers of the motor 
vehicles referred to in Articles 4 and (j of this Ordinance from 
obtaining drivers’ licences undei Article 3 of the Road Transport 
Ordinance 1921 and submitting to the tests prescribed by or 
under Such Ordinance and from paying the fees prescribed for 
such licences. 
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8. Article 19 (iii) c. of the Road Transport Ordinance 
1921 is hereby repealed and the following clause substituted 
therefor: - 

“The number* of the persons to be carried iu such 
vehicles, and the duty to carry passengers and the extent of 

such duty”.

Article 23 (1) of the Road Transport Ordinance 1921 is 
hereby repealed, and the following substituted therefor*: — 


“(f) prohibiting the driving of any vehicle or of any 
special kind of vehicle on any specified road or* any part 
thereof when in his opinion such traffic would he dangerous to 
the public or cause excessive damage to such road, or prescribing 
for the like reasons the conditions on which anv vehicle 
may travel on any roads to which the public has access."
